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MESSAGE FROM JUANNE HEMSOL, DIRECTOR, B.C.1. 


In the last Bulletin, we told you of the move to the second floor of the 
Ontario Crippled Children's Centre. The space is nearing completion and 
beginning to look very attractive.

If our service is less 
than perfect sometimes, please forgive us - we are doing our best to provide 
good service to the Blissymbol world but realize there is always room for 
improvement. 


Think of us when we move on October 30 and we hope to see you soon in our new 
home - you are very welcome.
